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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1/17/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant's submit that the prior art does not disclose the following limitation of 
the claimed invention: 

The claim 23 invention provides a stereo matching apparatus that determines a 
search range variably for each location of an image and Tanigawa does not teach limiting 
the search range. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Examiner's Response: 

2. Re claim 23) In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., 
limiting the search range) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir 1993). 

The claim does not state that the search range is limited to a smaller size for each pixel block but 
rather the location of the search range is corrected; therefore, corrected the location of the search 
range by a shift in the search range without changing the size of the range as in the Tanigawa 
reference with shifting the range with the bias bs.
